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Claims 1-20 stand withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b), as 
being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. 
Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement in the reply filed on March 28, 
2007. 

Applicant argues that the examiner's basis for restriction is erroneous as it is based on 
"elements not recited in the claims". The examiner respectfully notes that the instant claims are 
comprising-type claims, and thus encompass combinations of elements including all other 
elements in combination with those claimed. As such, these claims would also encompass any 
device with various detectors, including, for example, those devices used to determine oxygen 
saturation. Thus applicant's arguments are not convincing 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 
The drawings are objected to because generally, they contain extraneous marks, blurred 
indicia; and poor line quality. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior 
version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an 
amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the 
appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the 
remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of 
the several views of the drawings for consistency.

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
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pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carry ing out his invention. 

Claims 21 and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. The originally filed disclosure is silent on the manner in which the first radiation and 
said second radiation generating a chromophore is not disclosed. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 21 and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

In claims 21 and 22 the exact meaning of "first radiation and said second radiation 
generating a chromophore..." is unclear. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 21 and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
L'Esperance, Jr. in combination with Neuman et al. L'Esperance, Jr. teaches a method of 
sterilizing a site wherein two beam ae projected onto the area to be sterilized. Neuman et al 
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teach tat bacteria are destroyed by wavelengths at 830 nm and 970 nm. It would have been 
obvious to the artisan or ordinary skill to employ the wavelneths of Neuman in the method of 
L'Esperance, Jr., since these wavelengths are effective for killing bacteria, as taught by Neuman, 
thus producing a method such as claimed.
